It \i^j)l"'b6 aee(i by i-ef erring to aii- 
oUier column that vigo^-ouH edorts are 
being put forth, to secure an extension 
of telegraph lines fibrri Astoria to Capo 
Flattery and from Port Town-scntl down 
to connect with the line at the Gape. 
As is rightly said by IMr. HAZoy, chief 
of the U. iS. signal service such a line 
ia important to the commerce of the 
whole Pacific coast. While Port 
Townsend and the iMediterranoau of 
the Pacific, as Puget Sound has been 
called, will be greatly lienelittcd by 
such a telegraph extension, Victoria 
and British Columbia would also derive 
groat advantages therefrom. Vessels 
coming up could tlien scL.iro a tug 
from the Sound if bound lhei<' or from 
this port if on their way to \'irtnria, 
Nanaiino, Burrnrd Tnlct or N(nv W'est- 
niinstor, ami tlius save several iliiys 
beating about in futile atlcniiil.-^, at 
times,rto. euter the strait, to say uoth- 
ing'iboutHbo chances 'of drifting or be- 
ing driven out to sea again after enter- 
ing. Much valuable time would be 
thus saved and this would often be 
advantageous to shipijing agents and 
consiguioea. With this telegraph line 
passing along just on the other side mi 
the strait at a distance varying from 
seven at thi" Race to Iti or 17 miles 
further up, a small and insignilicaiit 
expenditure of money woukl lay a .sub- 
marine cable and give u.s at all tiines 
an alternative line.

Nonoose .Bob and libuis (Qualtcani In- 
dian) arrived froni tho Qualieum'on Mon- 
day. They report that they saw a double- 

onder sloop, painted black, on the beach 
near the Little l^'u^dicum river. The 
mast and bowsprit are broken off close to 
the deck and tho house, which extends 
from the mast to a littlo aft of midships, 
was badly broken up. The sails and ropes 
were all gone and the sloop has no deck 
aft of thu house, or, as the Indians say, 
there is ii hole for a man to stand in. 
Thia sloop corresponds in dcscriptionwitli 
the one reported by Mr. Gray as being 
wrecked on Entrance Island two weeks 
ago last Monday, although one would 
hardly expect to find it in so good condi- 
tion as it appears to bo, from the rough 
usage it received on tho rocks near the 
lighthouse. The Indians also state that 
(,>ualicuin Toll), better known as Harvey's 
Tom, having worked in Mr. Harvey's 
store for several years, on the night of 
the great gale, Monday, 14th inst., heard 
a wild dispairtng cry come from the an- 
gry waters. of thogulf and in a short time 
tho cries ceased. Tom, who was encamp- 
ed on the beach near the Largo Qualicuiu 
river, took them to be the cries of a 
drowning human being; but -whether it 
was a white man or an Indian he could 
not tell. Tile night was pitch dark and 
he could sec nothing. 

A sloop, painted white, lays on the 
beach near Dcnman Island, badly broken 
up. These Indiana heard of it from other 
Indians and therefore could give no fur- 
ther particulars. 

Wo aro afraid that the full history of 
disasters caused by that great gale has 
not yet been written. 

Tho homo-made .schooner from Deii- 
man Island, about wliich fears were en- 
tertained, reached homo in safety, after 
experiencing a rough time. 

Yesterday morning Mr. .\. G. IToriio 
(llorue & Smi) while loading a small jioc- 
ket derringer to shoot some cats that had 
been annoyingjT.hinii^agciUuntly Jired the 
contunta into his left Iwnd, flio lialls on- 
toring tho palm and coming out on tho 
upper side of the wiial. Dr. Cluneas is 
attending liiiii and fears that sevenil 
ainall bones in tho wriat are shattered. 

Letters received from Messrs. Slurt 
and Cook state that they rode out tho 
gale in safety at Ballinae Island. They 
had three anchors down and received 
v:ihiable assistance from Mr. C. Driim- 
luond, the only settler on those Islands.

Peter Frazer r.<. Loui.sa King. 

I have considered this e^ise and the evi- 
dence and arguments adducod therein. 
In my judgment, tho evidence of the de- 
fendant and her husband puts beyond a 
doubt that the 1 oaii of S1500 was, as 
claimed in the iilaiiitill's atatemeut, made 
by him to his sister the defendant for tho 
completion of her house, and although 
SGOO of it was given by her to her lius- 
baiul, Joseph Har.le\vood King, for liis 
own use, and King at whoso requeat also 
it was made was taken as collateral secur- 
ity. His own evidcnco is direct on tho 
point and tho "wo" in the proniissory 
note signed by him with the circumstances 
surrounding defendant's transfer of it to 
Frazer suilicicntly indicate that conclu- 
sion. 1 also find that it was given speci- 
ally on the credit of plaintiffs sister and 
her separate estate, viz. , A'ictoria town 
lot 870 ami part of 880, and the building 
thereon. 

The claim of 11 per cent., .$90 per month 
interest on a three years loan of ^^l^OO 
between brother and sister, in whatever 
light regarded, I look on as simply pre- 
posterous; and it is not iiuproved. by Mr. 
King's attempt to make the meaning of 
the charge appear to bo that it waa to be 
paid principal and interest (at a rate not

Tho defciulaiit's liability having been 
established as described, the next point 
for consideration is lo what would judge- 
ment for tho plaintiff attach ! 

From the ovideiico in the case the cred- 
it has been given to iMra. King on ac- 
count of her 8op:irate property. I am of 
opinion therefore that it attaches to her 
separate estate, li has been an obi doc- 
trine in equity that a married woman may 
make her separate estate responsible for 
her gener.al engagoments whenever such 
engagcinenis aro made with refoicnce to 
and upon the faith of the credit of that 
ostato. Pride Bubb, L. P.. 7, chan. 
app. 04. Murray rs Barleo, '.i M. Y. & 
K. 209, Owens Dickenson, 1 Cr. & 
Ph. 4S, .lohnson >:< Gallagher, It DeG. F. 
&G. 404, Moreover the B.C. married 
woman's projierty act, section 8, not only 
provides that a married woman m.ay main- 
tain an action for her separate property 
as if she were a ffof .idIi:, following in 
that respect the English Act, but it goes 
furtlior and provides that "she may be 
sued and procoedod against separately 
from her husband in respect of any of lior 
separate debts, engagements, contracts or 
toils as if she were unmarried. 

Her counsel then contended that if tho 
latter briinch of the section were to bo 
takon as applicable hero it must bo taken 
against her the aatneaa a judgmonttigainst 
an unmarried woman, that is, must be 
against her personally in tho oridinary way 
and not' against her real estate, 
but th.at would be contrary to 
the old rule bir the construction of stat- 
utes which is to construe all parts of an 
act together so as to make all if possible 
spoak id ri's lamji.-i vah:at i/iund jjcreat. Hero 
it is especially applicable; for not only is 
the credit special but all parts of the sec- 
tion are in /)uci jiifi/tvia;and .as rights and 
duties aro recijirocal the right to be sued 
is a very proper sequel to the right to sue 
for hor separate property, which I consid- 
er therefore to bo boiiiul by the judge- 
ment. 

The verdict, therefore, is for the plain- 
till' for tho and 5 per cent. ])cr an- 
num, intercstand coats, and T give judge- 
meiir accordingly.
